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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1,3-21 and 38 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in the art a display device 
comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more specifically, an organic 
insulation layer being thinner gradually at a boundary between the transmissive window and the 
reflective window, a reflective layer disposed over the organic insulation layer of the reflective 
window, an alignment film rubbed along a rubbing direction, a first boundary between the 
reflective window and the transmissive window disposed in that sequence along the rubbing 
direction, a second boundary between the transmissive window and the reflective window in that 
sequence along the rubbing direction, a light blocking pattern disposed at only the first boundary 
to prevent a light leakage. 

Ozawa ('632) discloses a transflective display device comprising a reflective layer, an 
organic insulation layer being thinner gradually at a boundary between a transmissive window 
and a reflective window, an alignment film and a light blocking pattern. However, Ozawa fails 
to disclose the prior art of record does not anticipate nor render obvious to one ordinary skilled in 
the art a display device comprising a combination of various elements as claimed, more 
specifically, an organic insulation layer being thinner gradually at a boundary between the 
transmissive window and the reflective window, a reflective layer disposed over the organic 
insulation layer of the reflective window, an alignment film rubbed along a rubbing direction, a 
first boundary between the reflective window and the transmissive window disposed in that 
sequence along the rubbing direction, a second boundary between the transmissive window and 
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the reflective window in that sequence along the rubbing direction, a light blocking pattern 
disposed at only the first boundary to prevent a light leakage.
